in  the  evening  and  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town 
clerk. 

2.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  se- 
lectman for  three  years. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town 
treasurer. 

4.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  tax 
collector. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  Robinson  Fund  for  the  term  of  seven 
years.

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years.

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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Exeter: 

Once  again  the  Selectmen  take  great  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing another  year  ending  with  a  budget  surplus. 
It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  with  a  little  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  department  heads  this  can  be  accom- 
plished. 

It  was  Fall  before  we  finally  were  able  to  move  into 
our  new  quarters,  and  again  we  wish  to  thank  the  people 
of  Exeter  for  making  this  possible. 

The  Sewer  System  is  completed  except  for  Bell  Ave- 
nue and  Water  Street.  At  the  present  time  we  do  not 
have  sufficient  funds  to  finish  this  project.  A  number 
of  townspeople  are  planning  to  beautify  Oilman  Park, 
and  to  build  a  swimming  beach  there  for  the  children. 
In  order  to  do  this  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  sewer 
Bell  Avenue.  The  only  drawback  is  that  Federal  grants 
may  not  be  available  unless  we  act  quickly  and  appro- 
priate the  necessary  funds  now. 

The  revaluation  of  the  town  properties  was  com- 
pleted early  in  the  Spring.  The  result  is  a  very  low  tax 
rate.  However,  in  order  to  keep  this  rate  at  a  minimum, 
all  department  heads  have  been  cautioned  about  un- 
necessary spending. 

The  Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Ordinances  have 
been  in  effect  for  about  a  year  and  considerable  good 
has  been  derived  from  them.  Let's  all  give  these 
measures  a  fair  chance  in  making  our  town  the  finest 
in  the  state  to  live  in. 
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Our  Town  Manager,  Ted  Nowak,  deserves  a  tre- 
mendous vote  of  thanks  for  the  fine  job  he  has  done  this 
past  year,  and  v^^e  all  hope  and  pray  that  he  will  soon  be 
well  and  back  on  the  job  again.

To  the  Honoi^ahle  Board  of  Selectmen  mid  the  Citizens 
of  the  Toivn  of  Exeter: 

The  year  1966  was  a  highly  successful  year  finan- 
cially and  otherwise.  Much  of  its  success  must  be 
credited  to  the  Selectmen,  who  have  worked  with  me 
many  long  hours  to  accomplish  the  Town's  business. 
To  them  I  extend  my  many  thanks. 

We  again  ended  the  year  financially  in  the  black. 
Due  to  good  sized  unexpended  balance  in  appropria- 
tions and  larger  revenues  than  expected,  the  Town 
realized  a  $40,000  surplus  budget.  My  compliments  are 
extended  to  all  of  the  department  heads  who  have  given 
their  utmost  cooperation  and  have  maintained  tight 
financial  checks  on  their  budget  appropriations. 

The  revaluation  of  properties  was  completed  and 
with  the  complaints  (only  7%)  so  minor  it  was  felt  to 
be  highly  satisfactory  and  a  worthwhile  effort. 

All  but  a  few  hundred  feet  of  the  Phase  I  sewer  pro- 
ject have  been  completed.  With  the  $59,000  federal 
grant  the  plans  and  design  of  sewer  laterals  (Phase  II) 
have  been  started  by  Whitman  &  Howard.  When  this 
phase  is  completed,  95%  of  the  Town's  population  will 
benefit  from  the  Town  Sewerage  System. 

In  closing  I  again  would  like  to  commend  all  depart- 
ment heads  and  their  personnel  for  their  cooperation 
and  loyalty.  I  personally  thank  all  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  for  their  advice  and  cooperation  throughout  the 
year.

The  Assets 
and  Liabilities  are  shown,  with  the  Liabilities  exceed- 
ing the  Assets,  showing  a  Net  Debt  of  $1,176,130.89,  as 
of  December  31,  1966,  a  decrease  of  $14,831.11. 

The  Current  Asset  ratio  exceeds  Current  Liabilities 
by  $88,869.11;  1965  ratio  was  $92,038.00,  a  decrease  of 
$3,168.89.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Manager: 

The  following  is  my  report  covering  some  of  the 
activities  of  the  department  during  1966. 

During  the  year  1966  there  was  a  total  of  fourteen 
snow  storms  with  a  total  accumulation  of  approximate- 
ly 70  inches.  Six  storms  occurred  in  January,  three  in 
February,  one  in  March,  and  four  in  December.  The 
first  storm  of  the  year  was  on  January  3rd,  and  the 
last  on  December  29th.  The  winter  maintenance  for 
the  year  used  approximately  500  tons  of  salt  and  900 
cubic  yards  of  sand.  Our  winter  maintenance  opera- 
tions for  the  year  were  very  good  with  the  help  of  new 
and  better  equipment. 

Our  summer  maintenance  operation  consisted  of 
constructing  new  sidewalks,  patching  streets  in  which 
nearly  500  tons  of  patch  were  used.  All  of  the  patch 
is  made  by  the  department  with  its  own  equipment. 
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Maintenance  of  Parks  and  Cemeteries  is  being  done  by 
the  Hig-hway  Department  which  gives  High  School  boys 
work  for  the  summer.  Also  many  new  manholes  and 
catch  basins  were  installed.  Approximately  500  feet 
of  12"  storm  drain  pipe  at  Wentworth  Street  and  Crest- 
view  Drive  area. 

The  rubbish  collection  has  increased  due  to  the  new 
homes  and  newly  accepted  streets.  Our  diesel  powered 
rubbish  truck  makes  approximately  2,100  pick-ups 
week]  3'. 

Reconstruction  on  Drinkwater  Road  was  done  by 
contract,  and  also  part  of  Linden  Street  and  Gai"y  Lane, 
with  a  mix  and  place  surface.  Court  Street  Bridge  area 
was  reconstructed  with  a  hot  top  surface.  Shoulders 
and  small  areas  were  surface  treated  by  department 
employees. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
of  the  town  officials,  department  heads,  fellow  town  em- 
ployees, and  citizens  of  Exeter  for  their  assistance  and 
cooperation  throughout  the  year. 

I  close  my  report  in  honor  of  the  late  Highway  Su- 
perintendent, Gordon  A.  Ray.

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  1966: 

The  Main  Station  pumped  227,215,000  gallons  April 
12  to  December  31.  Maximum  gallons  pumped  were 
2,545,000  on  Wednesday,  October  19.  The  normal 
daily  average  was  700,000  gallons. 

The  year  1966  saw  the  Portsmouth  Avenue  Station 
activated  February  16  serving  the  Webster  Avenue  and 
Douglass  Way  area.  The  Main  Station,  located  in  back  of 
the  Public  Works  buildings  was  put  in  operation  April 
12  and  pumps  sewage  one  mile  to  the  Newfields  Road 
Lagoon. 

Midway  Construction  Co.  laid  interceptor  pipe  line 
from  Drinkwater  Road  to  Route  88  and  have  a  few 
hundred  feet  left  to  complete  between  Route  88  and 
Ash  Brook  Road. 
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On  May  4  Exeter  High  School  was  connected  to 
Court  Street  Station  and  on  Tuesday,  September  6,  I 
was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  position  of  Su- 
perintendent with  duties  of  maintaining  four  pump 
stations,  inspecting  and  testing  the  Holding  Pond  and 
four  Lagoon  Ponds. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Whitman  &  Howard  En- 
gineers, Town  Officials  and  other  departments  for  their 
assistance.

She  made  over  1,300  home  visits  during  this 
year  from  the  office  in  the  Community  Center. 

Hospital  Beds 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  2  hospital  beds 
which  are  available  for  a  small  rental  fee  of  $5  per 
month.  Requests  may  be  made  at  the  Visiting  Nurse 
office. 

Medicare 

On  June  28,  1966,  the  Exeter  Visiting  Nurse  Asso- 
ciation was  certified  by  Medicare  as  a  home  health  serv- 
ice agency.  The  Association  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  Mrs.  Barbara  Haley  to  provide  physical  therapy 
in  the  homes  of  qualifying  patients.

Mrs.  Mary  Chamberlain  retired  on  January  1,  1967. 
Mrs.  Joyce  Ernst  took  her  place  as  the  Visiting  Nurse 
of  Exeter. 

Office 

The  office  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  has  been  moved  to 
the  new  location  of  the  Town  Offices.

Lazy-Eye  Clinic 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  will  sponsor  a  Lazy 
Eye  Clinic  for  preschool  children  of  Exeter  in  the  spring 
of  1967.  The  clinic  will  provide  simple  screening  tests 
Which  are  necessary  to  detect  unrecognized  amblyopia 
which  leads  to  blindness  in  one  eye  in  100,000  children 
each  year  if  not  treated  before  age  7.  Almost  100  per 
cent  of  amblyoptic  patients  can  be  treated  to  prevent 
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blindness  before  the  age  of  5.  We  hope  for  full  coopera- 
tion to  protect  the  eyes  of  our  children.

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Civil  Defense  Department 


Meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year  with  the 
assistance  of  the  New  Hampshire  University  Civil  De- 
fense Training  Corps  at  various  service  clubs,  civic 
organizations  and  schools  stressing  the  need  for  pro- 
tection against  possible  nuclear  attack. 

Additional  shelter  managers  have  been  trained  and 
agreement  reached  with  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy 
on  the  allocation  of  shelters  for  use  by  the  townspeople. 

All  required  reports  to  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ment have  been  filed  and  approved,  and  we  have  partici- 
pated in  all  tests  and  exercises.  In  return  the  Federal 
government  is  paying  50%  of  all  office  expense,  tele- 
phone expense,  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  Civil 
Defense  alarm  system. 

A  committee  of  six  has  been  appointed  to  advise  and 
assist  the  Director  and  Deputy  Director  in  Civil  Defense 
affairs. 

During  the  year  additional  shelter  spaces  have  been 
added,  a  Civil  Defense  office  established,  and  the  base- 
ment of  the  new  Town  Hall  has  been  approved  as  an 
emergency  operating  center  by  the  Army  Corps  of  En- 
gineers. This  approval  opens  the  way  for  us  to  obtain 
50%  federal  matching  funds  to  assist  in  buying  com- 
munications equipment.  Such  equipment  will  include 
2-way  radios  for  contact  between  the  Town  Manager 
and  all  town  trucks  and  vehicles.  It  will  also  include 
a  generator  and  walkie-talkies  for  Police  or  Auxiliary 
Police.  This  equipment  can  be  used  daily,  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  all  departments  besides  being  invaluable 
during  winter  storms,  hurricanes,  natural  disasters  of 
any  kind  and  possible  enemy  attack.  All  necessary 
papers  have  been  filed,  the  license  and  wave  length  have 
been  received  from  the  Federal  Communications  Com- 
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mission,  and  we  are  now  awaiting  authorization  by  the 
Federal  government  to  proceed. 

The  total  cost  for  this  project  to  the  Town  of  Exeter 
will  not  exceed  $2,200.00  and  one-half  of  this  amount 
has  been  retained  in  our  1966  budget,  the  balance  in- 
cluded in  our  budget  for  1967. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  many  dedicated  volunteers  who 
have  helped  in  this  work,  The  Exeter  News-Letter  for 
the  generous  publicity  given,  as  well  as  the  Town  Man- 
ager, Board  of  Selectmen  and  department  heads  for 
their  Whole  hearted  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Fire  records  are  made  by  people  —  those  who  cause 
fires  and  those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  war- 
den, deputy  wardens,  fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in 
spite  of  a  prolonged  drought,  made  one  of  the  best  fire 
control  records  in  recent  years.  Despite  a  very  dry 
spring,  we  in  New  Hampshire  working  together,  have 
substantially  reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to 
595  in  1966). 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors : 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state-town 
organization  jointly  carrying  out  programs  of 
forest  fire  prevention,  training  and  suppression 
with  dedicated  personnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  pro- 
gram and  your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire 
prevention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment. Major  problems  are  still  with  us;  (1)  the  careless 
disposal  of  cigarettes;  (2)  the  householder's  careless- 
ness in  burning  rubbish;  (3)  the  failure  of  woodlot 
owners  and  contractors  to  completely  extinguish  their 
brush  burning  fires;  (4)  failure  to  extinguish  camp 
fires;  (5)  unsupervised  children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to 
be  protected.  In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires 
on  this  area  and  restricted  acreage  burned  to  395  acres 
—  a  fine  testimonial  to  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of 
the  men  who  make  up  our  forest  fire  control  organiza- 
tion. 

1.  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits 
are  not  issued  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  except 
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on  rainy  days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow.  To  minimize  risk 
the  best  way  to  dispose  of  rubbish  is  at  your 
authorized  town  or  municipal  dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most   important  —  instruct  your   children   that 
matches  are  not  play  things.

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Public  Library  Report 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  a  report  that  can  show  pro- 
gress is  being-  made  in  regard  to  the  vital  need  of  a  new 
library. 

The  Building  Committee  appointed  at  the  Town 
Meeting  in  March,  1966,  has  worked  hard  and  faith- 
fully and  the  fruits  of  their  efforts  should  be  rewarded 
this  coming  March. 

It  was  necessary  to  purchase  several  trucks  to  hold 
books  and  magazines:  two  for  the  Juvenile  room  and 
one  for  the  adult  reading  room.  In  December  we  added 
four  bays  of  shelving  for  storage  of  magazines.  It  is 
most  essential  to  keep  as  many  as  possible  since  they  are 
useful  for  reference  work. 

Circulation 

Again  this  year  circulation  dropped  somewhat  but 
not  enough  to  consider  it  a  serious  matter.  In  both  de- 
partments we  continue  to  have  more  and  more  new 
borrowers. 

Reference  work  is  still  on  the  upward  trend  and  we 
are  crowded  for  space  to  seat  the  applicants. 

Juvenile  Department 

Twelve  classes  of  pupils  and  teachers  visited  this  de- 
partment during  the  year. 

They  are  given  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library 
and  also  are  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  other  rooms. 

Mrs.  Summerfield  gave  instructions  in  mending  torn 
books  to  one  den  of  Cub  Scouts  for  their  Merit  Badge. 

Crowded  conditions  continue  to  be  the  paramount 
trouble  in  this  area.  The  lowest  shelves  in  the  stacks 
have  to  be  used  for  books  and  they  are  not  easily  acces- 
sible. However  we  will  again  start  weeding  out  old 
books  which  will  relieve  the  situation  somewhat. 
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Phone  calls  for  reference  work  have  been  more  fre- 
quent than  usual  this  year. 

Friends  of  the  Library 

Words  are  inadequate  when  it  comes  to  praising  this 
splendid  group  of  people.  They  continue  to  supply  books 
to  the  Eventide  Home  once  a  month  and  take  care  of 
our  outside  case. 

During  National  Library  Week  they  sponsored  the 
movie,  "The  Day  the  Books  Went  Blank."  This  was 
quite  well  attended  by  the  public.  The  Christmas  decor- 
ating of  the  building  was  one  of  their  projects  and  it 
proved  to  be  a  most  successful  one.  Their  assistance  in 
weeding  has  been  of  much  benefit  to  us.  Again  I  say 
thank  you. 

Personnel 

Mrs.  Norma  McShane  of  Hampton  joined  the  staff 
in  September.  She  is  taking  courses  in  library  science 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  so  is  on  part  time 
basis. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  report  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  Estelle  Logan,  chairman  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee since  May,  1960.  This  took  effect  in  the  month 
of  February.  She  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
since  January,  1951.  Her  faithful  and  loyal  service  will 
be  greatly  missed  by  all  of  us. 

Mrs.  Howard  Woods  was  elected  in  March  to  replace 
Mrs.  Logan. 

I  express  my  gratitude  and  thanks  to  the  Library 
Committee  and  Staff  for  their  cooperation  and  contin- 
ued support.

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Exeter  Recreation  Commission 


The  recreation  program  of  the  commission  continued 
on  much  the  same  scale  as  the  past  few  years  with  com- 
missioners donating  time  and  the  employment  of  quali- 
fied individuals  to  supervise  specific  activities. 

The  summer  playgrounds  are  the  largest  undertak- 
ing, involving  six  workers  and  three  playgrounds  again 
this  year.  The  sites  were  on  Lincoln  Street,  Court  Street 
and  Park  Street  Common.  Sports,  games  and  crafts 
were  scheduled,  bus  trips  to  Kingston  Lake  and  Benson's 
Wild  Animal  Farm,  Boston  Museum  of  Science,  Free- 
dom Sites.  Attendance  and  activities  were  increased. 
The  staff  had  varying  specialties  and  before  the  play- 
ground opening  they  attended  a  training  workshop. 

The  winter  activities  were  as  usual  men's  basketball 
in  the  junior  high  gym,  youth  hockey  on  the  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy  rink  and  a  Saturday  morning  ele- 
mentary grade  program  at  the  Community  Center  on 
Court  Street. 

The  Center  served  as  a  meeting  place  free  of  charge 
to  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  YMCA  and  adult  town  organ- 
izations. Some  special  events  were  held,  such  as  carol 
singing,  used  skate  sale.  Goodwill  delivery  point,  co- 
operative PEA-EHS  student  council  work  parties. 

The  level  of  service  of  the  Recreation  Commission 
has  apparently  reached  a  plateau  which  can  only  be 
raised  with  the  employment  of  part  time  or  full  time 
professionally  trained  recreation  personnel.

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Report  of  Conservation  Commission 


The  Conservation  Commission  of  Exeter  was  estab- 
lished in  accordance  with  Chapter  36-A  as  adopted  by 
the  1963  Sessions  of  the  General  Court.  The  function 
of  the  Commission  is  to  promote  and  develop  the  natural 
resources  in  the  town. 

In  working  toward  this  objective,  the  Commission 
members  have  met  monthly  during  the  past  year  except 
for  the  three  summer  months.  Many  open  areas,  swamp 
areas,  and  wooded  areas  that  have  possibilities  for  con- 
servation purposes  have  been  visited  during  the  past 
year. 

The  following  have  been  accomplished  to  date : 

(1)  Listing  of  all  brooks  and  streams  flowing 
through  Exeter. 

(2)  Acquisition  of  a  series  of  maps  showing  the 
topographical  features  of  the  town. 

(3)  Conducting  a  study  of  the  wetlands  as  to  their 
importance  and  need  for  protection  of  plants 
and  wildlife. 

(4)  Initiation  of  a  program  for  planting  trees  and 
ornamentals  in  the  lagoon  area. 

(5)  Interviewing  selected  townspeople  for  sug- 
gestions in  reference  to  the  conservation  needs 
of  the  town  and  for  possible  areas  that  should 
be  considered  for  conservation  purposes.

Personnel:  The  board  regretfully  accepted  the  resig- 
nations of  Mr.  Stan  Mackey  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  McLeod 
during  the  year.  Mr.  Robert  Ellison  has  been  appointed 
to  fill  one  vacancy  and  has  attended  a  series  of  meet- 
ings in  Concord  sponsored  by  the  N.  H.  Dept.  of  Re- 
sources and  Economic  Development. 

Facilities:  We  were  pleased  to  accept  the  use  of  an 
office  in  the  new  Town  Office  Building.  It  is  as  yet  not 
extensively  furnished,  but  is  a  good  place  to  store  rec- 
ords and  maps  and  will  become  increasingly  useful  as 
a  place  to  hold  Board  meetings  and  conferences. 

Zoning:  Our  proposed  ordinance  was  accepted  by  a 
Town  Meeting  on  May  24.  1966,  and  is  now  in  effect 
throughout  the  town. 

Planning:  The  need  for  a  "Master"  or  "Comprehen- 
sive" plan  for  the  town  is  becoming  more  and  more  ap- 
parent. The  Federal  Government  is  basing  some  of  its 
financial  aid  programs  on  the  existence  of  such  a  plan. 
In  the  months  to  come,  the  Planning  Board  will  investi- 
gate the  "Seacoast  Regional  Plan"  to  see  if  we  can  ob- 
tain the  necessary  planning  coverage  from  that  source.
